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TOPICS OF THE DAY 


SIGNING OF BUILDINGS. 
A CORRESPONDENT, writing in our last issue, 
has called attention to the propriety or otherwise 
of making material alterations to the elevation of a 
signed building, without the removal of the signature. 

It is sometimes regarded as an offence against modesty 
to treat a work of art in building in the way which is 
taken for granted in the other arts, by signing it; and 
this diffidence needs breaking down before the natural 
good sense of the habit can be established. An artist 
who signs his work does so with no sense of self-adver- 
tisement, and with no purpose of self-aggrandisement. 
On the contrary, his act merely makes a useful historical 
record, which may be of considerable contemporary 
interest, and may become, in course of time, a most 
valuable piece of historical information. 

Students of history will appreciate how very much 
clearer the records of the past would be if the author- 
ship of buildings was recorded in this certain and in- 
disputable: way, and how much more completely the 
record of architectural achievement would fail into place 
if uncertainties of date and authorship no longer existed. 
Some of the modern cynics will also suggest that the 
practice would prevent many distracted students of 
the future from dating some of the ingenuities of this 
generation of stylists back into the 15th century ! 

We, at any rate, are entirely in favour of establishing 
a practice which is normal to the authors of paintings, 
sculpture, musical and dramatic works, and, in fact, of 
all the arts which record the progress of a civilised 
society. So far as altering signed works is concerned, 
a general habit of signature and dating would settle 
this little problem, since the second artist on the scene, 
by his own signature and date, could leave a clear record 
as.to what had happened. 

It would indeed be a useful and proper thing if each 
architect kept in his office a mould of brick size suitably 
designed, as his recognised signature for buildings, from 
which a concrete block could be cast to build into each 
job, as it proceeded. The average practitioner might 
be tempted to go back with chisel and hammer to erase 
a record of which mature years might have stolen the 
pride, but in the interests of historical truth, he should 
be as much restrained from such deceit as from his un- 
reasonable inclination to make no record at all. 


OVERCROWDING AND REFUGEES. 


| parts of London overcrowding statistics have been 

completely upset by the entry of hundreds of 
refugees. For the last four years Medical Officers of 
Health have been doing their best to carry out the 
obligations imposed under the Housing Act of 1936. 
It will be remembered that at the time the Minister of 
Health pointed out that the standards set up did not 
represent any ideal standard of housing, but were the 
“minimum tolerable, while at the same time capable 
of immediate or early enforcement.” 

Since then houses have been carefully surveyed. 
There has been a measurement survey for the purpose 
of ascertaining the “permitted number” for each 
working-class dwelling. This information has been 
supplied to house agents and others, and pressure has 
been brought to bear on landlords to clear out over- 
crowded families into accommodation built for their 
reception elsewhere. All was going well until a year 
ago. The majority of Medical Officers of Health had 
made good headway, not only with their surveys, but 
with their actual reduction of overcrowding. For 
example, the latest report of the Medical Officer for 
Hampstead shows that at the end of last year there 
were only 123 cases of overcrowding in the Borough of 
Hampstead known to the department, as compared 
with 449 at the time of the overcrowding survey in 1935. 


The words “known to the department” should be 
specially noted. Inspectors have for the most part 
visited working-class districts and up to the present 
have not had time, or indeed the right, to inspect large 
residential mansions which have been taken over by 
refugees. 

It is, however, well known that in some boroughs 
hundreds of refugee families have arrived during the 
past few months. The official figures show that there 
are comparatively few empty houses in such districts. 
Anyone walking down certain streets in London can 
see on the front doors numerous bell pushes, showing 
that in comparatively small houses there are eight, or 
even more families. In these houses overcrowding 
regulations are flagrantly broken. Not only are 
individuals sleeping in rooms which are far too small, 
even on the standard laid down under the Housing Act 
of 1936, but Factory Acts are being contravened. It 
is known that the women in many of these refugee 
families accept tailoring and sewing work which they 
do in their own time either in their private rooms or in 
huts which have been erected in gardens. It is extremely 
difficult to discover these private and secret workrooms, 
for the Englishman’s home is his castle—a saying which 
goes for the refugee also—and inspectors can only visit 
certain types of premises. 

This whole question is of vital importance to the 
building industry, although no doubt for the time being 
little can be done. Defence considerations have to 
come first. Medical Officers of Health must carry out 
the onerous duties which have been imposed upon them 
by the Home Office. But in time to come, when the 
present crisis has passed, the whole. problem of over- 
crowding, in a fresh and probably acute form, will 
have to be faced. 


THE ARCHITECT AS POLITICIAN. 


"THE architect, under present-day conditions, is well 
recognised to be a much harassed man whose 
knowledge must extend to subjects diverse as founda- 
tions and the Restriction of Ribbon Development Act ; 
he is also expected, of course, to have some small 
acquaintanceship with the business of designing. 

It would now seem, if a correspondent is correct, that 
the architect must also become a student of foreign 
affairs, or at least so we judge from inspection of Clause 
25 of the R.I.B.A. 1939 Form of Contract, which reads : 
“In the event of the outbreak of hostilities between 
Great Britain and any one or more of the foreign powers 
named in the appendix to these conditions (whether 
war has been declared or not) this contract shall. . . be 
automatically and finally determined . . . ” 

It is not our purpose to anticipate the articles on 
this Form now appearing in this journal), but we can, 
and do, shed a tear of sympathy for the architect at this 
new and onerous burden. A simple means of escape 
would seem to be to fill in with a rubber stamp the name 
of every country, State or mandated territory in the 
world, but a moment’s consideration would show the 
golden opportunity such a course would offer an un- 
scrupulous client, or a builder who had found that the 
job was not turning out so well, to terminate a contract 
on what might conceivably be the most trivial grounds. 

If precision is to be demanded, however, some may 
now expect to find architects hurriedly passing over the 
sporting columns of the morning papers in favour of the 
Foreign news page. But those who feel that cricket 
scores are more pleasant and profitable reading than the 
speeches of some dictators,may hope, with us, to see the 
usual common-sense of the building industry—aided tr 
Mr. Creswell and Mr. Greig—rescue the unfortunate 
architect from the perils of sheer lunacy that would seem 
to loom ahead !

War Risks and Private Property: 
Names of Committee. 


In the House of Commons last week, Sir 
John Mellor asked the Secretary to the 
Treasury whether he could announce the 
names of the gentlemen invited by the 
Government to examine the practicability 
of evolving a scheme for mutual protection 
against risk of war damage to fixed pro- 
perty in private ownership. Captain 
Crookshank, Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury, in a written reply, said that the 
following gentlemen had agreed to assist 
the Government by forming the conference 
which was announced in the House on 
July 17: Lord Weir, Sir Ernest Harvey, 
Sir Walter Benton Jones, Sir William 
Clare Lees, and Sir Alan Rae Smith.

Finsbury’s Deep Shelter: 
Preventive Motion Dismissed. 


THE motion to prevent Finsbury 
Borough Council from building a £100,000 
deep bomb-proof shelter was dismissed by 
Mr. Justice Simonds in the Chancery Divi- 
sion last week. The motion was brought 
by a ratepayer, Mr. Ernest Martin, who 
sought a declaration that a proposed 
agreement between the Council and a firm 
called Shop Investments, Limited, was 
ultra vires. Under the agreement the 
Council were to lease for £50 a year a piece 
of land in Busaco-street, N., to the com- 
pany, who were to build a shelter for 
8,000 people and then re-let it to the 
Council for 38 years at a rent of £7,400 a 
year. 

The judge, dismissing the motion, said 
that as he understood the law there could 
be no objection. It was as if the Council 


had agreed to buy something which they 
could not pay for in one year, and by 
agreement had arranged to pay by instal- 
ments. 
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Air-Raid Shelter and 
Car Park at Finsbury-square. 

Messrs. W. W. BaLDWIN AND ASSOCIATES, 
architects and ‘surveyors, 86, Strand, 
W.C.2, have submitted a scheme for a 
dual-purpose, mechanically-operated car 
park and air-raid shelter, providing ac- 
commodation for the garaging of 764 cars 
at Finsbury-square. The total cost of the 
scheme, without a priced bill of quantities, 
is estimated to be in the neighbourhood of 
£263,000. The architects have arranged to 
supply more precise details of the cost, 
and the A.R.P. Committee have recom- 
mended that the Borough Council, sub- 
ject to all necessary consents being .ob- 
tained, proceed with the scheme, and that 
Messrs. Baldwin and _ Associates’ be 
appointed architects, engineers and sur- 
veyors. 

The Town Clerk is to be authorised to 
continue negotiations for the necessary 
acquisition of Finsbury-square and of 
Charterhouse-square for a like purpose. 


A.R.P. in 
Whitehall. 

Messrs. Tecton have prepared plans 
and estimates for providing the Whitehall 
area with suitable bomb-proof shelters. 
It is proposed shortly to hold an exhibi- 
tion of these plans, to which civil servants 
and members of the public will be invited. 


Mr. H. S. Goodhart-Rendel to 
Broadcast Again. 


Tue British Broadcasting Corporation 
announce that in connection with a series 
of twelve talks, ‘‘ The Artist in the Wit- 
ness-Box,”’ to be broadcast on Monday 
evenings from October 2, the subject of 
two talks will be ‘‘ Art in Service,” and 
that on November 13, at 7.30 p.m. in the 
National programme, Mr. H. 8S.

Preservation of Leith Hill: 
Planning Scheme Approved. 

Surrey County Council has approved a 
planning scheme for the preservation of 
Leith Hill. The area covered by the 
scheme is 5,300 acres, of which 1,231 acres 
are already either common lands or belong 
to the Council. It was reported that the 
owners of 2,963 acres had indicated their 
willingness to make agreements under the 
scheme, without payment of compensa- 
tion, and it was hoped some of the others 
would also agree. The owners of about 
400 acres have declined to enter into the 
agreement, and it is contemplated that 
compensation will have to be paid to 
them. 


Additions to the 
**Green Belt.” 

ConTRIBUTIONS of nearly £11,000 are pro- 
posed by the London County Council 
towards the cost of acquiring approxi- 
mately 360 acres of land for the Green 
Belt. The properties concerned are 170 
acres of the Chorley Wood House Estate 
in Hertfordshire; 244 acres of land in 
Kent adjoining Goddington Park, and 
2 areas in Buckinghamshire, one of 82 
acres at Iver, and another of about 80 
acres of woodland which forms part of 
Tring Park Estate. 


Ti.2 Manor House, Paisley, 
to be Preserved. 

FoRMERLY the country residence of 
Scottish kings, the centuries-old Manor 
House, situated in the Blackhall district 
of Paisley, has been presented together 
with 2,792 acres of land, to the Paisley 
Town Council by the Ardgowan Estates. 
In 1395, King Robert III presented Manor 
House to the ancestors of Sir Hugh Shaw- 
Stewart, Bart., the chief donor of this 
gift to Paisley. It is understood that the 
ground will be used for a garden city 
scheme in connection with the housing 





developments on the Blackhall estates, 
which were acquired some time ago by the 
Town Council. 


Preservation of the 
Suffolk Sea Coast. 

Tue Minister of Health has recently 
approved a resolution to prepare a plan- 
ning scheme for 18,000 acres of land in 
the rural district of Blyth, East Suffolk. 
The area, which extends to the sea coast, 
embraces large stretches of wild and open 
country with a characteristic type of 
natural beauty, and a number of pictur- 
esque villages, among which are Walbers- 
wick and Yoxford, and all that remains of 
the great medieval seaport of Dunwich. 
The area is much- frequented by the 
public, and the aim of the planning 
authority is to preserve its natural 
amenities and to secure, as far as pos- 
sible, their enjoyment by the public. By 
the approval of this resolution, the whole 
of the Suffolk sea-coast is now subject to 
planning control. 


National Fitness Council and 
Town and Country Planning. 

In order to keep National Fitness Area 
Committees in touch with the progress 
of town and country planning schemes, 
Area Secretaries are to be supplied with 
lists of local authorities and Joint Execu- 
tive Committees which have prepared or 
are preparing such schemes. The list 
will be supplemented by monthly state- 
ments issued by the Ministry of Health, 
copies of which will be forwarded to Area 
Secretaries as and when they are received. 


The Science Museum : 
New Illumination Section. 

Apsorntna the Children’s Gallery in 
the Science Museum, South Kensington, a 
further 3,000 sq. ft. of exhibition space has 
been allotted in order that the illumins- 
tion collections might be made thoroughly 
up to date. The illumination section 


begins with an historical display tracing 
the story of the candle, oil-lamp, acetylene 
burner, gas and electric light, all arranged 
in well-lit cases showing stages in de- 
velopment... Among the’ many notable 
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exhibits are such interesting objects as 
dried birds used as oil-lamps in the 
Shetland Islands; a lighthouse lamp with 
parabolic reflector dating back to 1763; 
part of an illuminated sign made to cele- 
brate the battle of Waterloo in 1815 (it 
contained over 1,300 oil lamps); and one 
of the arc lamps used in the pioneer 
scheme outside the Royal Exchange in 
1881. 

Following this section is a number of 
automatic demonstrations of the prin- 
ciples which must be understood if good 
lighting is to be obtained. Most of these 
demonstrations, including rooms illustrat- 
ing decorative lighting and the various 
types of lighting from fully direct to 
fully indirect, were prepared for the Elec- 
tric Illumination Exhibition which was 
held at the Science Museum some [8 
months ago, and which have now been 
retained for the permanent collections. 

Mr. W. T. O’Dea, B.Sc., A.M.I.E.E., is 
the museum officer responsible for this 
display. 


Birmingham City Building Surveyor 
To Retire. 

Mr. Witi1aM Batiarp, City Building 
Surveyor and Chief Architectural Assist- 
ant of the Public Works Department of 
the Birmingham City Council, is to retire 
after 41 years’ service. Tribute to the 
efficiency of his work was paid in an 
illuminated resolution officially presented 
to him last week.

Obituary: 
A. G. Morrice, A.R.1.B.A. (Retd.). 

WE regret to report the death, at his 
home, “‘ Hillerest,’”’ Upper Tooting Park, 
S.W., of Mr. Arthur George Morrice, 
A.R.I.B.A  (Retd.) Mr. . Morrice was 
elected Associate of the Royal Institute in 
1893, and retired five years ago. 
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August 1.—For the past few days I have 
had a large reproduction of Cyrit Farey’s 
drawing which he did of the proposed 
amendments to the City of London, which 
were a part of the Bressy-LUTYENS 
Report, submitted to the Government last 
year, after three years’ committee work on 
proposed developments. 

The last I heard of this Report was that 
the various authorities could not agree 
between themselves on the adoption of the 
suggestions contained in it; and since the 
various arterial roads run through various 
authorities’ districts, it seemed necessary 
that each authority should agree to con- 
tinue the work of the adjacent districts. 
In fact, I was rather under the impression 
that the scheme had been dropped; and 
the heading of the drawing which I have 
in front of me (published in the Daily 
Telegraph and Morning Post) runs “ How 
City Would Look if Bressey Report Were 
Adopted ’’—which suggests that at least it 
is not as yet an established fact. 

What strikes me so forcibly is that the 
relation between this plan which Bressey 
and Lutyens have put forward for the 
City and the plan which Sir Christopher 
Wren proposed in 1666 is such that one 
appears to be derived from the other. In 
the plan by Wren the Fleet River was 
made into an important waterway, and as 
one approached from Westminster along 
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Fleet-street and across this river, the main 
vista was St. Paul’s. At this point the 
main road diverged to the north-east and 
the south-west. The vista of the former 
road was the Royal Exchange, and the ter- 
minus of the latter road the Tower of 
London. London Bridge lay, if I remem- 
ber rightly, south of the Royal Exchange, 
which became the northern vista of this 
approach from the southern bank. The 
old fortifications marked the limit on the 
west, north and eastern walls, and the 
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river marked the boundary on the south. 
The Embankment was laid out for the 
City Companies; and the roads, as they 
ran south to the river, made use of this 
waterway as an important part of the 
City life. 

* = 

Now, this plan of Bressey’s has an al- 
most identical layout. St. Paul’s is the 
vista of the main approach from Fleet- 
street, and from this point two main roads 
diverge: one to the north-east, to the 
Royal Exchange, the Bank and so on; 
the other to the Tower of London. The 
river is laid out with gardens and a con- 
tinuation of the Embankment, which runs 
from Battersea Bridge to Blackfriars at 
the present moment. The main arterial 
road runs along the line of the old forti- 
fications; and is called ‘“‘the City loop- 
way.” The similarity, therefore, is strik- 
ing; though before I embark on any 
criticism I ought, in all fairness, to say 
that I have not studied, with any degree 
of thoroughness, the layout of the arterial 
roads as they extend beyond this City 
limit. 

* * * 

Wren’s plan was designed in the Renais- 
sance manner, and possessed a formal 
method of axial planning common to that 
time as opposed to the romantic and dis- 
orderly planning which had preceded the 
Fire in the medieval City. 

So far, so good; but a great many faults 
can be found in this plan of Wren’s, if 
one is to assess it from the point of view 
of modern development. 

In the first place, the contour has been 
subdued to the formality of the axes; and 
none of the blocks have a right-angled 
corner. These are faults of detail, but the 
most important aspect is the inability of 
such a City to expand with any degree of 
organic planning. By this I mean that 
Wren had created a formal centrepiece to 
a city. As the city increased in popula- 
tion, so that population tended always to 
turn towards this planned centre. Wren 
was unable to do much outside the forti- 
fications, because it was partly built on, 
and had not been burnt in the Fire. The 
river forms the boundary and, as it were, 
a back wall to the City; so that people 
living on the northern bank could only 
converge from the north, the west, and the 
east towards this City, and in the end 
create congestion. 

The City is, in fact, a centre for com- 
merce, alive during the day and dead at 
night; so that you would have had, and 
have in fact now obtained, a tremendous 
congestion during working hours which 
gives way to a deserted scene at night. It 
is that congestion which is deplored by 
most people to-day. 

It is difficult to explain briefly what 
one means by organic town planning, but 
the city of Amsterdam is an extremely 
fine example of a city which, starting as 
a small port, allowed its waterways to 
penetrate inland and its population to 
distribute themselves along these water- 
ways. Instead of that small port becom- 
ing the nucleus to which everybody con- 
verged, the activities of these districts 
along. the waterways became not self- 
contained but active, around those par- 
ticular parts; and as the city extended 
it gradually created a certain amount of 
activity, which did not, for the purpose of 
the function of the city, have to concen- 
trate on one particular point. 

* * 


It is true that Wren’s plan of London 
would have given wider streets and 
easier accessibility both in and out of 
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the City. What we have done, in fact, is 
to plan on the old medizval pattern, 
which is worse than the formality of 
Wren; but it is desirable that we should 
not be swept away by the dream of a 
perfect city that this plan of Wren’s has 
created in the minds of the present time, 
which in fact is no better than the plan- 
ning that Haussmann did for Napo- 
leon III in Paris. It is true that Paris 
is helped by Haussmann’s opening up 
of the city, but it is equally true that 
Paris is as congested as most cities, and 
at the present time requires to be re- 
organised before it approaches anything 
like the ideal. 

* * k 

Le CorsusizR prepared a_ scheme, 
financed by a motoring firm, which he 
felt represented a large section of the 
interest that wanted an open city, and 
ealled it, for that reason, the VorIsINn 
scheme. This Voisin scheme took the 
section of Paris around the Madeleine 
and the Opéra, and an aerial photograph 
showed clearly that even with Hauss- 
mann’s cleaning up of the city it still 
remained an impasse of ill-planned build- 
ings which Le Corbusier proposed:to clear 
completely and rebuild with a form of 
sky-scraper. 

There have been detailed analyses of 
the Bressey Report and its value; for 
myself, I have not gone into the proposals 
with any degree of thoroughness, but I 
feel it is obvious from this drawing that, 
in the first place, Bressey and Lutyens 
are going to find great drawbacks in the 
lisagreement between different author- 
ities over which they have no control. 

It needed a dictator to clean up Paris, 
where the Chambre des Deputés fought 
Haussmann on all sides; but short of 
dictatorial powers in London there seems 
little hope of any planner (unless he be 
a tremendous personality with full 
‘Zovernment support) achieving much in 
‘the way of a new plan. If you look at 
‘his drawing of the Bressey scheme, there 
is not one green space in the whole of 
the City, apart from the fringe along the 
Hmbankment. What he has done is to 
‘ut through the impasse certain roads 
which will facilitate traffic; and if that 
levelopment is going to become an im- 
possibility, then it is obvious that the 
fate of London cannot be decided with 
iny degree of intelligence, short of a 
dictator’s backing. 

Of course, there is no question that 
he population of Greater London, 
approaching 8 million, is utterly wrong 
‘rom the purely sociological point of view. 
\dd to that the capitalist system, 
whereby the traders who have fixed their 
pitches in the City cannot be moved 
without compensation; and supplement 
that by the artificial rise in site values 


which this increasing population has 
brought about; and no Government would 
be in a position to afford the acquisition 
of the necessary land. 

The surprising thing is that these 8 
million people, for the most part, do not 
appreciate the fact that there is a limit 
to the chaos in which a city can find 
itself. There are a hundred and one 
reasons which contribute towards the 
eventual fall of a city; what people do 
not remember is that Nineveh, Babylon 
and Rome became dead and stand as 
warning representations of what can 
happen to a civilisation. 

Looking at the Bressey Report purely 
objectively, and allowing for the excel- 
lence of the compromise, one is forced to 
the conclusion that if this be the best 
that London can do, then the population 
of London is well on the way towards 
some form of annihilation. It might be 
financial disaster; it might be a suffoca- 
tion due to increased traffic; it might be 
collective neurosis caused by the conflict 
of the individual as he passes from a 
natural state of living to an entirely 
artificial one. But annihilation, any way 


you look at it!

Access to Mountains Act. 


To tHe Epitror or The Builder. 
S1r,—In a note on this subject in your 
issue of July 14, it is said, on the strength 
of a statement that reached you on the 
topic, that ‘‘ holiday makers who go for 
a walking holiday this year may find 
themselves involved in a prosecution for 
trespassing, under the Access to Moun- 
tains Act, which provides for a fine of up 
to £2 simply for walking on land during 
certain periods of the year.” 

May I be allowed to point out that this 
statement requires modification in several 
respects? In the first place, the Act does 
not come into operation until January 1 
next, and it cannot therefore possibly 
affect anyone’s holidays this year. In 
the second place no one will ever be 
liable to prosecution under the Act 
“simply for walking” on any land. 
When the Minister of Agriculture makes 
an order applying the Act to a particular 
area, and thereby giving the public the 
right of access to it, he may direct that 
any part or parts of the area shall be 
‘‘ out of bounds” during certain periods; 
but breach of this condition will not make 
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the offender liable to prosecution unless 
it is persistently disregarded, in which 
event the Minister may make a further 
order imposing a penalty for contraven- 
ing it. Even then, a person breaking the 
condition will not be liable to prosecution 
unless he does so intentionally, so that if 
a walker inadvertently gets on to an ‘‘out 
of bounds ” area, he cannot be fined. It 
is obvious that if he is unaware of the 
restriction, he cannot be guilty of inten- 
tionally contravening it. 

In view of these explanations, you will 
I am sure, agree that the critics of the 
Act should read it carefully before com- 
mitting themselves to general state- 
ments based on inaccurate information.

The Institute of Quantity Surveyors. 
To tHE Epiror or The Builder. 


S1r,—With reference to Mr. Crampton’s 
letter in your issue of July 28, I should 
like to express entire agreement with his 
views that there are already too many 
bodies representing quantity surveyors, 
and that the time is ripe for forming the 
whole of these practitioners into one 
organisation. This last view expresses 
one of the main objects of the Institute of 
Quantity Surveyors, which has been 
formed, not with the object of burdening 
the world with yet another useless insti- 
tution, but to clear up the present chaotic 
position brought about by the conflicting 
views and lethargy of the various multiple 
bodies and to put the highly specialised 
profession of quantity surveyors on a 
sound and independent footing. 

It was felt that even if the various 
bodies were to combine, which is ex- 
tremely doubtful, they could not possibly 
maintain satisfactory control of the in- 
terests of all the professions they try to 


represent any more than one man can be 


an expert in a number of professions at 
one time, as many attempt to be. 

Membership of the Institute is strictly 
confined to those practising only quantity 
surveying, and eligibility is governed by 
ability, not public school education and a 
knowledge of economics. Judging by the 
response received during the very short 
time the Institute has been in existence 
its formation has certainly been justified. 

I also agree with Mr. Crampton that a 
federation of the professions is needed 
badly, and hope that the time will soon 
come when this is created.

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HOSPITALS FOR CHILDREN IN GERMANY 


SOME PLANNING PROBLEMS 
By LESLIE H. HILL, A.R.I.B.A. 


Tue demand for smaller wards and for 
adequate balconies are the most outstand- 
ing problems in modern hospital design. 
In Germany the small bedroom has come 
to stay, in spite of the difficulties of super- 
vision and the extra work involved in 
running. Balconies are often provided by 
stepping back the building on each floor. 
This gives a ground floor that is difficult 
to light, but, on the other hand. makes 
access to the balconies from the bedrooms 
both easy and labour-saving. 

The sick person’s urgent need of peace, 
both of body and mind, is the main 
reason advanced for the small bedroom. 
To obtain this means sacrificing that 
constant supervision which we in Britain 
consider such an integral part of good 
nursing. German opinion is that this 
loss can be balanced by a system of warn- 
ing lights and bells, but, of course, this 
applies only to adults. With children 
the problem is entirely different. On the 
one hand the acute danger of infection 
makes segregation essential. The fact 
that the fewer children grouped together 
the less the volume of sound likely to 
ensue makes it desirable. On the other 
hand, there is the need for constant 
supervision coupled with the necessity, 
for economic reasons, for each nurse to be 
able to look after several patients. Chil- 
dren are probably less conscious of their 
surroundings than adults—certainly sick 
children. They have been accustomed to 
supervision all their lives. and the con- 
tinual presence of the nursé is a reassur- 
ing, and not a disturbing factor. The 
sight of other children adds interest. The 
problem that the architect is asked to 
solve is therefore a somewhat complicated 
one. 


German Children’s Clinics. 

The most interesting examples of chil- 
dren’s hospitals in Germany are perhaps 
the Kinderkliniks in the municipal hos- 
pitals of Essen and Bremen; in the 
Rudolf Hess hospital of Dresden (illus- 
trated) and the Humanitas Kriippelheim

in Leipzig, which is not a general hos- 
pital, but a home for the treatment of 
diseases of the bone. Essen, Dresden 
and Leipzig provide balconies by step- 
ping back on the upper floors. Bremen, 
a later building, seems to have felt the 
weight of authority, which disapproves 
of flat roofs on ideological grounds. The 
first three are of pre-Nazi design, 1929- 
1931. The last was opened in 1934. 


The Kinderklinik in Bremen’ was 
originally designed to take two hundred 
and twenty children, but this has proved 
inadequate, and they are compelled by 
circumstances to take in about four hun- 
dred. This means overcrowding and that 
the generous day-rooms provided have to 
be utilised as wards. Apart from wings 
for isolating infectious cases and for pay- 
ing patients, where the mother and child 
can share a bedroom suite, the hospital is 
planned in standard units. Double cor- 
ridors run the length of the building, side 
by side. The north corridor serves for 
general traffic and communication. and 
the general service rooms open off it to 
the north. The adiacent south corridor is 
divided into fifty-foot lengths by glazed 
doors. which are for use only in case of 
emergency. Each of these divisions has 
separate entrances to the main corridor 
and forms a self-contained unit, with the 
bedrooms and ward service rooms opening 
off it to the south. The length of corridor 
serves as office for one nurse. whose table 
and chair stand half-way along. From 
here she can see every movement in the 
two four-bedded rooms under her charge, 
the partitions between the bedrooms and 
to the corridor being glazed. On one side 
of the bedrooms is a bathroom with w.c. 
On the other, a ward kitchen and a slop 
room. 


With a twelve-foot high ceiling and tall 
windows, the lighting is quite satisfac- 
tory, but ventilation, by British stan- 
dards, is bad, as is the case in most Ger- 
man hospitals. Air-conditioning, of 
course, would solve this, and, indeed, is 
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advocated everywhere in Germany, 
where the cold of winter makes natural 
ventilation difficult. Cost has, as yet, pre- 
vented its use except in rare cases. 
Double windows effectively keep out any 
breath of fresh air. 


The Kinderklinik in Essen, which was 
planned for a hundred and fifty beds, is 
also suffering from overcrowding, and 
rooms meant for three or four beds have 
up to six beds crowded into them. The 
building is stepped on the upper floors 
and balconies run the whole length of the 
building. Nearly the whole of the south 
wall is taken up with windows. These 
are sliding sashes, opening two-thirds. In 
warm weather the work involved in put- 
ting the patient completely outside is 
negligible. In uncertain weather the 
patient inside the room, with the window 
open, is as effectively in the open air as 
on the old-fashioned type of balcony, 
shaded by another on the floor above. 


On each floor there are two convalescent 
wards, each intended for ten children. 
New patients are put in the smaller 
rooms, which are designed for either three 
or four beds. The main corridors, off 
which these rooms open, have double 
swing doors at each end, and these are 
so heavily hung that no small child ean 
push them open. For observation pur- 
poses the partitions to rooms for smaller 
children and babies are glazed from 
three feet high to the ceiling. Larger chil- 
dren, from ten to fourteen years of age, 
are allowed a certain amount of privacy, 
and to their rooms the upper half of the 
doors only are glazed. 


The Rudolf Hess Hospital. 

The Kinderklinik of the Rudolf Hess 
hospital in Dresden is designed for two 
hundred beds. In this hospital every 
new patient is isolated until there is a 
reasonable certainty of not developing 
any infectious disease. The quarantine 
boxes are on the ground floor and are 
twenty-one feet deep by six feet wide. 
with an occasional double box, ten feet 
wide. These are entirely self-contained, 
with bath and slop sink, and the child. 
from the moment it enters until the 
moment it is declared free of infection, 
never leaves except when wheeled on to

the balcony. The boxes, which open 
directly on to the baleony, have terrazzo 
floors, and the walls are tiled up to three 
feet high, above which is glass. Doors 
and frames are gloss-painted metal. 
Nothing is used that would suffer from 
washing or disinfecting. 

In this hospital the balconies project by 
slightly over two feet on each floor, the 
rest being taken out of the width of the 
building. The depth of the rooms is kept 
constant at twenty-one feet, and the extra 
space on the lower floors is taken up by 
the corridors, which are used as working 
space, and are fitted with wash-hand 
basins, desks, and tables for nurses and 
doctors. Ventilation is provided by 
windows to balconies facing north. The 
slight overhang of the south balconies has 
no appreciable shading effect on the 
rooms below. 

The larger rooms for convalescent and 
infection-free children are sixteen feet 
wide and take five or six beds as required. 
These, like the isolation boxes, are fitted 
with bath and slop-sink. There is some 
attempt here at sound insulation by 
reducing the amount of glass in the par- 
titions to the size of observation windows, 
which are double glazed, with roll cur- 
tains between the glass out of reach of 
prying hands. Small north rooms are 
provided for the very ill. In summer the 
north balconies, which open off the cor- 
ridors. are used for sleeping, being cool 
and easily overlooked. The top floor has 
a central-service block with open shelter 
wings on either side, where tubercular 
cases lie out in the open air in all 
weathers. 

The planning of the Humanitas Kriip- 
pelheim in Leipzig presented a somewhat 
different problem. In the general hospital 
there is a continual stream of new patients 
arriving. A large proportion, therefore, 
of the inmates must necessarily be con- 
sidered as potentially infectious. In an 
institution. on the other hand. where 
patients remain for months or even years, 
one or two small rooms are sufficient for 
isolating new arrivals until it is safe 
to allow them to mix with the others. 

Patients in the Humanitas Kriippelheim 
are divided into two basic classes. namely, 
those who can walk and get up during the 
day, and those who are confined to bed. 
For those who can walk there is no need 
of balconies, as the institute stands in its 


own grounds. The ground and _ first 
floors, accordingly, are reserved for their 
use, and approach more nearly to a board- 
ing school than a hospital. Living-rooms 
face south and offices and service rooms 
north. As in most German hospitals, the 
floors are covered with linoleum, which 
has been found most satisfactory for 
cripples to walk on, but which suffers from 
the constant traffic. Nearly all the walls 
have built-in cupboards finished with a 
gloss oil paint, acting as a washable dado. 
The walls and ceilings are distempered in 
pleasing shades, with frescoes in the play 
rooms. 

The second and top floors constitute the 
hospital proper, and are stepped back to 
provide balconies in front of the wards, 
which run the full length of the building, 
but are subdivided by glass screens every 
eighteen feet. The second floor ward is 
twelve feet deep. The top-floor ward is 
only nine feet deep and is used for small 
infants in cots. Beds and cots stand with 
their heads next the windows. The sliding 
sash and case windows can be opened two- 
thirds. and in summer the ward and bal- 
cony become as one. Continual fresh air 


is a welcome part of the treatment. This 
hospital has room for 160 children, 
approximately half of whom are bed- 
ridden. 

These four hospitals represent what 
ever German Kinderklinik would like 


to be, but Germany, like Britain, has a 
host of older but well-built and still ser- 
viceable. hospitals, planned with large 
wards on the traditional model. The 
conversion of these wards into cubicles 
by fitting glazed partitions or fixed-glass 
screens is being tried, but this involves a 
reduction of beds, difficulty in lighting 
and wastage of space. From the archi- 
tectural point of view, those cases where 
the cots are placed in the middle of the 
ward, each in a bay, five feet wide by five 
feet six inches deep, formed by seven-feet 
high glazed screens, give least appearance 
of being an afterthought. The majority 
of wards in Germany do not have lighting 
from both sides. 

From the point of view of air raids, the 
large amount of glass used in all these 
buildings may be condemned by some 
authorities. One is inclined, however, to 
feel that there is a great deal of loose 
thinking as to what type of building can 
be called satisfactory. No hospital in a

North European climate can funetion 
properly with every window smashed as 
would happen if a high-explosive bomb 
were to explode in the vicinity. The less 
the glass area, of course, the greater the 
chance of the damage being repaired in time 
for the next raid. But what of the inmates 
in the meantime? A hospital, and especi- 
ally a children’s hospital, is a delicate 
piece of mechanism. Underground 
shelters as built to-day can only be looked 
on as temporary shelters. Unless we are 
prepared to nurse our civil population on 
a permanent war basis, underground, we 
must face the fact that the only real 
chance of a hospital being allowed to work 
efficiently in war time lies in it being far 
from the main targets. There is no satis- 
factory compromise between the dug-out 
and the house of healing, and to let design 
suffer for the sake of a false illusion of 
security is criminal. Real security is 
worth sacrifices. False security is very 
dangerous. ; 

Germany has a happy tradition of plac- 
ing her hospitals on the outskirts of her 
cities among trees and flowers. For more 
than half a century the beauty of her 
hospital layouts has been an object lesson 
to the world and a blessing to the inmates. 
To-day, when one must reckon with 
danger from the skies, Great Britain may 
envy that tradition, ~ ;

INCORPORATED SOCIETY OF 
AUCTIONEERS. 

Management of Municipal Housing Estates. 

Before the Minister of Health supplied 
copies of the above-mentioned report to local 
authorities, the Incorporated Society of Auc- 
tioneers and Landed Property Agents had 
already been approached by members with a 
view to instituting a special examination to 
meet the needs of those employed on munici- 
pal housing estates. From the Society’s 
standpoint the issue of that report was 
opportune in that it provided an authorita- 
tive guide to the essential subjects required. 

After considering the report most care- 
fully, and bearing in mind the suggestion of 
the Hadow Committee that, where local 
government officers need special qualifica- 
tions, it might be better if they were set up 
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in collaboration with the main professional 


body, the Society has decided to institute a 


housing manager’s certificate. It will be 
open to persons employed on private or 
public estates, and the syllabus follows the 
lines of the report generally. The Society 
has, however, given a practical emphasis to 
the examination, which will consist of an 
Intermediate and Final stage. The Inter- 
mediate Examination consists of two parts, 
each of four subjects, while the Final com- 
prises six subjects. Of the total examination 
time of twenty-nine hours, five will be spent 
on building construction, four on law of 
housing, and two on plans and mensuration. 
The Committee have also arranged their sub- 
jects so that in the Intermediate stage, the 


student will work at those most likely to be | 


required in his daily work. The higher ad- 
ministrative staff needs are contained in the 
Final Examination. 

Regulations which have been published 
state that the Socicty’s Examinations Com- 
mittee regard the two stages of the exami- 
nation as complementary; they insist, there- 
fore, that on no account will exemptions be 
granted from individual subjects. 


THE “ANDERSON” STEEL 
SHELTER 


CRITICISMS OF THE OFFICIAL TESTS. 


THe A.R.P. Co-ordinating Committee 
(whose chairman is Professor J. B. 5S. 
Haldane) on August 1 submitted to the 
Home Office and to Sir John Anderson 
the following observations on the official 
tests conducted upon the Anderson steel 
shelters and the committee’s suggestions 
for the carrying out of further tests :— 

The publication of the Government Report 
of official tests on the Anderson Shelters will 
be warmly welcomed by all interested in Air 
Raid Precautions. Tests described in the 
report demonstrate that the shelters can stand 
up to debris loads such as may be expected 
in practice. They also show that the shelters 
considerably reduce the effects of blast pres- 
sure, and the test with animals indicates that 
the effects of five hundred pound bombs would 
be greatly reduced at 15 feet from the bomb. 
It is claimed that complete protection from 
a five hundred pound bomb is afforded at 
50 feet, but the report indicates that safety 
may ‘be expected at 25 feet and considerable 
protection at 15 feet. 


In our opinion, however, further tests 
should be carried out before the results given 
in the report are accepted as conclusive. For 
example, the report indicates that each test 
was conducted once only, but it is well 
known that similar bombs behave in widely 
differing manner, and it is possible to estab- 
lish only an average behaviour of a number 
of bombs of a given type. Hach kind of test 
should, therefore, be repeated a number of 
times, and not conducted once only. 

It would be of interest, also, to know what 
would be the effect on a shelter of exploding 
bombs at various angles forward of the rela- 
tively unprotected entrance end of the 
shelter, screened in the recommended manner. 
Investigation of all the effects with bombs 
buried at different depths would throw fur- 
ther light on the standard of protection. In 
the tests the bomb was buried at a maximum 
depth of four feet, and the resulting crater 
had a radius of 15 feet, at which distance the 
shelter was wrecked. According to the data 
in Handbook 5, a charge of two ‘hundred 
pounds, which is equivalent to a five hun- 
dred pound medium case bomb as used in 
these tests, causes a crater of 15 feet when 
buried four feet deep, and a crater of 18 feet 
when buried 9 feet 6 in. This suggests that 
had the bomb beea buried at the latter 
depth, the shelter would have been wrecked 
at a distance of 18 feet. In regard to “‘ drop- 
ping load’’ tests, investigation might well be 
made of the effect of large loads falling edge- 
wise, forming concentrated point loads. 

The experiments on measurement of blast 
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pressure, while interesting, are far from com- 
prehensive, and the statement : ‘“‘ Fortunately 
it is known from other service experience 
that a pressure up to 5 lb. per sq. in. is 
safe ’’ is meaningless. A pressure of 100 lb. 
per sq. in. is not dangerous to trained divers 
if it is reached in the course of two or three 
minutes, while a pressure of 3 lb. per sq. in. 
will cause severe pain to people with blocked 
eustachian tubes. In any case, the rate at 
which the pressure increases is of the greatest 
importance, and no statement is made with 
regard to this. Further, it must be remem- 
bered that the service experience presumably 
refers to soldiers. Children or old people may 
be much more sensitive. 

The experiment on animals appears to be 
inconclusive. To start with, there is no evi- 
dence that the effects of blast on men is 
quantitatively the same as that on goats. 
Even were this established, the effects of blast 
on the lungs might be totally different accord- 
ing to whether the animals’ mouths were 
open or shut. Furthermore,. it appears that 
only the lungs were examined. It is im- 
portant that effects on other parts of the 
body and on the nervous system should be 
investigated. 

We may ask why the animals in the open 
were not injured by splinters, or, .if steps 
were taken to protect them from this effect, 
whether this would not have protected them 
and those inside the shelter from blast; 
further, on what data is the statement based 
that the alignment of shelters behind other 
shelters confers no protection from blast. It 
may be pointed out that the first subject for 
investigation in the report of the Lord Privy 
Seal’s conference on air-raid shelters.is ‘‘ the 
phenomena of blast, especially ‘ shadow’ 
effects, and the value of baffling devices, with 
particular reference to the physiological effects 
of blast.’ Another question that arises is : 
What would have been the effect on the goats 
in the open had they been standing on ground 
level and not in a one-foot trench? 

The best way to clear up the physiological 
questions would be to conduct experiments on 
human beings. Competent experts are able 
to devise these so as to indicate the true 
effects of blast without actually injuring the 
subjects. Professor J. B. 8S. Haldane did, in 
fact, make this suggestion to the Lord Privy 
Seal’s conference, and volunteered to conduct 
and to take part in the experiments himself. 


In view of the relatively small amount of 
research, we feel that the general impression 
given by the report is far too optimistic. 
Furthermore, it is very disturbing that the 
tests took place after the design and manu- 
facture of the shelters had been decided on, 
and that Professor Barcroft’s physiological 
investigations were carried out as recently as 
April 27, 1939, long after a considerable 
proportion of the shelters had been erected. 

We feel that, had the tests preceded the 
adoption of the shelter policy, a different 
policy might have been adopted. Our reason 
for thinking so is as follows: Let us assume 
that 20 Anderson shelters are erected upon an 
acre of ground, and that each shelter con- 
tains five persons. This corresponds to a 
normal density’ for many London boroughs— 
viz., 100 persons per acre. Let us further 
assume that a ton of 500-lb. bombs is dropped 
upon the area and that all persons in a shelter 
within 20 ft. of a bomb become casualties, and 
that there are no casualties beyond that dis- 
tance. This is a reasonable assumption which 
offsets the fact that some persons nearer than 
20 ft. may be uninjured, against the fact that 
casualties may occur at 25 ft. or more in 
shelters buried only 1 ft. We may then expect 
to find that the number of casualties caused 
would be of the order of 17 per ton of bombs 
dropped. When it is borne in mind that the 
President of the Ajr Raid Protection Institute 
estimated in March, 1939, that Germany alone 
could despatch 3,000 tons of bombs per day 
to this country, the seriousness of the position 
will be apparent. 

The general results of the tests, therefore, 
strongly reinforce the case for a scheme of 
heavily protected shelters, particularly in 
fairly densely populated areas, where they 
would reduce the casualties virtually to zero.

BIRMINGHAM UNIVERSITY. 


MESSRS. ROBERT ATKINSON, FF.R.I.B.A., ARCHITECTS. 


THe University of Birmingham 
owes the Barber Institute of Fine 
Arts to the munificence of the late 
Dame Martha Barber, who estab- 
lished ‘‘ The Barber Trust’ in 
memory of her husband, Sir Wil- 
liam Henry Barber, a Life Governor 
of the University of Birmingham. 
Her aim in establishing the Insti- 
tute was to found neither an art 
gallery nor a post-graduate School 
of Art for the training of researchers 
and experts, but an_ institution 
within the University, midway be- 
tween these two. 

‘*The Trustees commenced their 
task of carrying Lady Barber’s in- 
tentions into effect,’ states Profes- 
sor Thomas Bodkin, M.A., in his 
Inaugural Lecture, “‘ by appointing 
Mr. Robert Atkinson, F.R.I.B.A., 
to be the architect of the Institute. 
The appointment of the Director, 
who had also to act as Professor of 
Fine Arts, was primarily a matter 
for the University authorities, and 
followed later. So the Director and 
the Architect met for the first time 
in the early part of the year 1935, 
full of anxious curiosity about each 
other’s qualities as colleagues. 
Happily, they seem to have worked 
together since in perfect amity 
under the guiding supervision of 
the Trustees; and the building with 
which they were concerned is now 
complete to the full satisfaction of 
them both. : 

‘Mr. Atkinson had to face a 
complicated and unprecedented pro- 
blem. The site provided was ample 
but awkward, a triangular space 
bounded on two sides by main 
roads converging to a narrow point. 
Existing University buildings in 
close proximity precluded the pos- 
sibility of designing a structure 


that should be strikingly divergent 
from them in style or noticeably 
different in material. The accom- 
modation that was called for neces- 
sitated intricate planning: exhibi- 
tion galleries, a room for recitals 
of chamber-music, a lecture-theatre, 
art and music libraries and their 
appurtenant stack-rooms, offices, 
practice - rooms, waiting - rooms, 
cloak-rooms, workshops, storage, 
and living-quarters for the resident 
attendant, had all to be fitted 
within the same shell, which, in 
view of its destined purpose, should 
be in itself a manifest work of art. 

‘In the resultant building all 
these exacting demands have been 
triumphantly met. The ‘ Music 
Room’ prescribed by Lady Barber 
has materialised as an exquisite 
small theatre, capable of seating 
with the utmost comfort three hun- 
dred and seventy people, and of 
being used on special occasions as a 
lecture hall fitted for the display 
of lantern slides or cinematographic 
film. The wall space of the five 
top-lit galleries amounts to more 
than nine thousand square feet. 
There are, in addition, two rooms 
for the exhibition and readily acces- 
sible storage of drawings and 
prints, a side-lit gallery for furni- 
ture and tapestries with a floor area 
of one thousand one hundred and 
twenty square feet, and many built- 
in glass cases arranged ingeniously 
for the display, under appropriate 
illumination, of precious small 
objects. 

“The decoration of the interior 
is extremely simple. Elaborate 
ornament and positive colour have 
been rigorously ruled out, lest they 
should clash with any work of art 
in the collections. Yet the Traver- 


tine floors and architraves, the 
sober wood mouldings, light oak for 
the most part, and the oatmeal- 
toned hessian-covered walls, com- 
bine to make a discreet harmony 
that is highly attractive. 

“The exterior of the building 
conforms with none of the tradi- 
tional architectural styles, though it 
is beautiful and dignified in rare 
degrees. Much of its charm is due 
to the tactful contrast of its fine 
materials, Darleydale stone and 
variegated brick. The bold cornice, 
the four inset panels carved in re- 
lief, representing the torch of learn- 
ing, the laurel of the arts, the palm 
of merit, and the lyre of music, 
and, above all, the stately main 
entrance, thirty feet high, flanked 
by massive stone vases and big, 
polychrome heraldic shields, obvi- 
ate all impression of that arid 
utility which characterises so many 
modern buildings, and give the 
whole structure a functional char- 
acter in the true sense of that so 
often misapplied adjective. 

** In the garden forecourt fronting 
the building stands the famous 
bronze statue of King George I, one 
of the finest of its kind and period 
that exists in Europe to-day. It is 
probably the work of the elder Van 
Nost, though no record remains of 
its authorship. In 1722 it was set 
up by the Corporation of Dublin om 
Essex Bridge in that city. When 
the bridge was reconstructed in 
1759, it was removed to the small 
garden beside the Mansion House. 


It is the last survivor of the three 


royal equestrian statues that for- 
merly helped to adorn Dublin. 
William III in College Green, never 
a thing of beauty, suffered many 
vicissitudes and was eventually 
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destroyed during the civil war in 
Eire. George 11, in the centre of 
Stephen’s Green, was blown up by 
tasteless fanatics on the coronation 
day of King George VI. The notion 
immediately occurred to the Direc- 
tor that an effort should be made, 
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in the cause of art, to preserve 
George I; so, with the approval of 
the Trustees, he went at once to his 
native city and negotiated its pur- 
chase for Birmingham.” 
ConstRUCTION.—The building is 
faced with Darleydale stone up to 
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the first floor level, and above that 
in Himley stone of a reddish-brown 
colour. The floors are reinforced 
concrete finished in rubber on the 
ground floor, and with oak parquet 
floors to the galleries. 


The walls of the ground floor are 
finished in spray paint with a 
speckled egg-shell finish—a warm 
stone colour. The gallery walls have 
an oak dado, two feet high, above 
which the walls are covered with an 
catmeal-coloured fabric. 

The music auditorium is panelled 
in Australian walnut. The pros- 
cenium and stage are in maple. 

The galleries are lit with roof- 
lights so arranged that there is 
absence of reflection from the pic- 
tures. Artificial lights are also 
arranged so that their light comes 
from the same direction.

GENERAL.—T hese new laboratories— 
for the British Non-Ferrous Metals 
Research Association—cover a site 
some 90 ft. by 50 ft. at 81-91, Euston- 
street, N.W.1, and are immediately 
adjacent to the original laboratories. 
They consist of semi-basement, 
ground, first and second floors, the 
main stair being carried up to pro- 
vide access to the roof. 

The main entrance and staircase 
hall are situated at the west end. 
In this position they afford con- 
venient access also to the possible 
future extension on the west. A 
draw-in at the east end of the area 
between the new and the old build- 
ings forms the entrance for fuel and 


stores, a ten-ton overhead runway 
hoist being provided for unloading 
heavy material to the basement. 
The laboratories were opened on 
June 29 by Mr. Oliver Stanley, M.P., 
President of the Board of Trade. 
CoNnsTRUCTION.—The new structure 
is steel-framed with 14in. brick 
panel walls, The suspended floors 
are of hollow-tile and reinforced 
concrete construction, designed to 
carry 90 lb. per sq. ft. The: flat 
roof is designed to carry 80 lb. per 
sq. ft., and easy access makes it con- 
venient for exposure of specimens to 
atmospheric corrosion. The lowest 
floor is of concrete 12 in. thick on a 
good foundation of sandy clay. The 
windows are of steel, and doors are 


generally of flush oak-veneered 
skeleton-cored type. 

FinitsHes.—All rooms, except the 
Melting Shop, are fully plastered 
throughout, ‘‘ Pioneer ” hard plaster 
being used on walls and partitions, 
and ‘‘ Caylime ” plaster on ceilings. 
Acid-resisting red asphalt forms the 
floor surface on the ground and 
second floors (Physics and Chemis- 
try Laboratories), while Burma teak 
blocks are laid on the first floor 
(Library and Administration), and 
granolithic cement in the semi-base- 
ment (Mechanical Testing). 

The flat roof is finished with 
laminated asphalt roofing laid on 
2-in. cork slabs for insulation. 

Extensive use has been made of 
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non-ferrous metals. The heating 
installation, electrical conduit, and 
hot- and cold-water supplies to lava- 
tories are all-in copper; the water 
supplies to laboratories are in BNF 
ternary lead alloy No.2; the soil and 
waste plumbing and principal rain- 
pipes and hoppers in copper; water 
fittings in nickel-silver and bronze; 
the principal stair balustrade has 
nickel-silver and bronze handrails 
with anodized aluminium tubular 
standards; door furniture is of 
nickel-silver, anodized aluminium 
and bronze. 

The use of steel covered with BNF 
ternary lead alloy No. 1, of anodized 
aluminium alloy, and of ‘“‘ Pylum- 
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inized’”’ aluminium alloy for the 
glazing bars of different sections of 
the Melting Shop roof forms an in- 
teresting comparison of _ these 
materials. 

Services.—The arrangement of 
service-pipes has been designed with 
particular regard for economy in 
space, clean unencumbered ceiling, 
wall, and floor surfaces and accessi- 
bility. These requirements have 
been met by running a covered main 
feeder trench 2 ft. 6 in. deep beneath 
the semi-basement floor, around and 
close to the four main walls. From 
this trench narrow branch ducts are 
taken vertically up for the full 
height of the building within the 
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external walls—two in each window 
pier. These vertical ducts, from 
which the various rooms are fed, 
have removable wood covers. 
ELectricaL DistrRrBuTr1on.—Alter- 
nating current electric lighting and 
power supplies under control of a 
500 amp. triple pole and neutral oil 
circuit breaker and switch gear 
(situated under the entrance hall), 
consist of 400 volts, 3-phase, 50 
cycles for power and for the large 
electric furnaces, and 230-volts 
single-phase, 50 cycles for small 
power, lighting and heat. The situ- 
ation of distribution boxes and fuse- 
boards in the basement at the foot 
of the rising ducts is such that 
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future connections or alterations 
can be made with little disturbance. 
D.C. supplies to the Physics Labora- 
tory at 220 volts and to the Mechani- 
cal Testing Laboratory at 440 volts, 
are provided from an 11 kw. hot- 
cathode-type rectifier. 

Heatinc.—Heating is by  low- 
pressure hot water on the invisible 
panel system, radiant coils being 
embedded in the ceiling. Each 
ceiling coil is capable of local con- 
trol, and the whole system is 
thermostatically controlled in rela- 
tion to outside temperatures by 
electrically - operated automatic- 
stoker feed to the boilers. The 
whole system is executed in light 
gauge copper tubing with welded 
joints. 

VENTILATION.—Except for special 
requirements in the Constant Tem- 
perature Room and fume extraction 
from the Chemistry department, 
natural ventilation by window open- 
ings is adopted throughout, assisted, 
in a few cases, by small window 
fans, e.g., in the Council Room and 
Pickling Room. 

In the Constant Temperature 
Room artificial ventilation is 
adopted. A heating and cooling 
unit with compressor introduces 
fresh air and extracts vitiated air 
via distributive ducting, giving 20 
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changes of air per hour, and main- 
tains a temperature of 68 degrees F. 
constant at + or — 4 degree F. 
during all seasons. 

In the Chemistry Department, the 
bank of three fume cupboards and 
the still hood are exhausted at the 
rate of six changes of air per minute 
by means of an ejector-type electric 
blower mounted on the roof, all 
ducting being constructed in acid- 
resisting asbestos cement. 

WorkinGc Bencues. — Generally, 
working benches consist of oiled 
Moulmein-teak tops supported on 
steel tubular legs, with a minimum 
of storage pedestals below. Addi- 
tional pedestals can be added as the 
occasion demands. The benches in 
the Physics Laboratory and Heat- 
Treatment Room and the bases of 
fume cupboards are red tile on con- 
crete, supported as described for 
other benches. Sinks in benches are 
of -white glazed fireclay, and all 
wastes are taken into diluting re- 
ceivers before passing direct, or via 
asphalt floor channels, into the 
sewer.

THE new _ pavilion—opened re- 
cently by Sir Samuel Hoare—has 
been erected on the University 
sports grounds in Elmhurst-road, 
Reading. 


PLANNING.—On the ground floor is 
a central hall, 32 ft. by 18 ft., with 
sliding folding doors opening on to 
an open loggia in front, facing the 
playing fields. This apartment will 
be used for serving teas, and a ser- 
vice kitchen has been conveniently 
arranged adjoining the tearoom. 
An entrance door at the back of the 
building gives access to a passage 
leading to the kitchen and the 
boiler house. 


External doors at the front on 
either side of the central hall open 
on to lobbies, which form ap- 
proaches to the tearoom and also to 
corridors leading to separate suites 
of dressing rooms and washing 
apartments. Three changing rooms, 
each 14 ft. by 9 ft. 6 in., with sani- 
tary accommodation adjoining, and 
an apartment fitted with three large 
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plunge baths and five shower baths, 
are provided for men. 


For women, three changing 
rooms, each fitted with two hand 
basins, an apartment containng six 
sitting baths and two showers, and 
a separate sanitary suite are pro- 
vided. There is also a small rest 
room, boiler house and gymnasium 
store. 


On the upper floor, which is over 
the central hall or tearoom, and 
is reached by two separate stair- 
cases, are additional dressing rooms 
for men and women, and an apart- 
ment for scorers is arranged over 
the loggia. 

The buildings are warmed by a 
low pressure hot-water heating 
apparatus, the various rooms being 
fitted with hot pipes and radiators. 
The lighting is by electricity. 

Construction. — The walls. of 
dressing rooms, passages, store, 
boiler house and service kitchen are 
faced with white sand lime bricks, 
and the walls of bathroom, plunge 
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baths and all sanitary apartments 
are lined with marble terrazzo. 

Externally the elevations are 
faced with multi-coloured facing 
bricks, imitating hand-made bricks, 
and the sloping roofs are covered 
with stained tiles.

OFFICIALLY opened recently by 
H.R.H. The Duchess of Kent, Hon. 
President of the Y.W.C.A. Central 
Club, the provision of this bath 
among the amenities of the Club was 
made possible through a grant of 
£2,000 from the National Fitness 
Council for England and Wales. 


The bath (whose carcase existed) 
is 66 ft. long and 21 ft. wide, and has 
been fitted with twelve under-water 
lighting ports on the two sides 
with a scum-channel at the deep 
end only. The finish of the bath is 
in French grey terrazzo, divided into 
panels with ebonite strips, and has 
three 6 in. racing lines in black 
terrazzo. The handrail and frames 
to the underwater lighting are chro- 
mium plated. The edge of the bath 
is in non-slip ‘‘ texicrete”’ tiles, and 
the surround is grey terrazzo, with 
dark green covered border and 
skirtings. 

The bath is lighted by twelve 300w. 
‘** Projectorlux’”’ reflectors, which 
gives an equal distribution of the 
light over the whole surface. Sterili- 
sation is by means of ozone, which is 
introduced to the pool in the flow 
pipe at the shallow end and also by 
means of nozzles on the floor of the 
hath at the deep end, thus providing 
complete sterilisation and aeration 
of the water. 


The club’s honorary architect, 
Mr. J. A. Hobbs, L.R.I.B.A., who 
was responsible for the design of the 
finishings of the bath, was presented 
to H.R.H. The Duchess of Kent, as 
also was the general foreman of the 
works, “Mr, Stamp.

ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT (continued). 


CravuseE 10 (Bills of Quantities) [1931 Form, 
Clause 11}. Under this clause the quality 
and quantity of the work included in the con- 
tract sum is deemed to be that set out in the 
bills of quantities (Clause 2), and the bills 
of quantities unless otherwise expressly | “‘ ex- 
pressly ’’ is new] stated are deemed to have 
been prepared in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of the Standard Method of Measure 
ment of Building Works last before issued by 
the Chartered Surveyors’ Institution and the 
National Federation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers [the inclusion of the Federation is 
new]; but except as provided above, nothing 
in the said bills of quantities is to “* over- 
ride, modify or affect. in any way whatsoever 
the application or interpretation of that which 
is contained in these conditions.’’ (These 
latter words are new. In a word, the bills 
of quantities are not to override the conditions 
only. The decision in Patman and Fother- 
ingham, Ltd., rv. Pilditch (1904), 2 H.B.C., 
4th Ed., 368, established (what the building 
industry well knows), viz., that if bills of 
quantities are made part of the contract, and 
a contractor, during the execution of the ccn- 
tract works, is required, in order to complete 
the whole works contemplated in the contract, 
todo more 'than is taken up in the bills of quan- 
tities, he is entitled to charge for that work 
as an ‘“‘extra.’’ This decision has been 
applied hitherto when the particular circum- 
stances appertaining to that case were present. 
‘The new provisions will not affect. the appli- 
cation of the Patman and Fotheringham de- 
cision in regard to the quality and quantity 
of the work at all. The provision in the new 
Form that nothing contained, i.e., included or 
‘‘ taken,’’ in the bills of quantities is to over- 
ride, etc., the conditions obviously applies to 
the conditions included in the contract Form 
only. They must not be overridden, ¢.g., in 
the preambles to the bills of quantities. 
Where then, in order to complete the contract 
work, the contractor is required to do more 
actual work, or work of a different and better 
description, than is taken up in the bills of 
quantities, he can still charge for that work 
as an “ extra.’’| 

Errors in description o1 in quantity in, or 
omission of terms from, the bills of quan- 
tities, are hot to vitiate the contract but are 
to be rectified and treated as variations [the 
prices for measuring and valuing which are 
dealt with in Clause 3—see Article IV. of this 
series}. 

In the Form where quantities do not form 
part of the contract, the corresponding 
Clause 10 provides that bills of quantities ov 
other statements as to quantities of work 
supplied to the contractor are not to form 
part of the contract, and that those rates in- 
serted in the schedule of rates by the con- 
tractor are to be applicable for the ascertain- 
ment of prices for variations under Clause 9, 
‘* notwithstanding any departure from such 
bills of quantities or other statements.” 
Analogous to the Form where bills of quanti- 
ties form part of the contract, the quality and 
quantity of the contract work is to be deemed 
that shown upon the contract drawings or 
described in the specification, but, except as 
above provided, nothing in the drawings or 
specification is to override, modify or affect 
in any way the application or interpretation 
of these conditions. 

This same clause contains two alternatives 
as to the payment of fees to the surveyor for 
preparing bills of quantities, similar to the 
1931 Form, one of which is to be retained in 
the contract. In [A] the fees for preparing 
the bills of quantities and any surveyor’s ex- 
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penses stated in them are to be paid by the 
contractor to the surveyor immediately he 
receives the amount of the certificate that 
includes them [this 1s the 1931 provision]. 
But fees.and expenses chargeable for measur- 
ing and valuing variations under Clause 9 are 
to be included in the architect’s penultimate 
certificate, and payable by the contractor to 
the surveyor immediately the certificate is 
met by the employer. [In the 1931 Form, all 
the above fees were to be, from time to time, 
included by the architect in his certificates, 
and payable out of and immediately after the 
contractor had received the money due on the 
certificate. It is the practice, of course, in 
the building industry, to include the sur- 
veyor’s fees for preparing the bills of quanti- 
ties in the first certificate of the architect. 
It appears that the reason for providing for 
the payment of the surveyor’s fees for measur- 
ing and valuation of extras in the last certifi- 
cate but one is that the surveyor wili have 
received his fees before the issue of the 
final certificate, under which payment to 
the contractor is frequently delayed by some 
dispute or difference referable to arbitration 
under the arbitration clause (26). | 

Sub-clause [B] is, with slight variation in 
words, {B] of the 1931 Form, to the effect 
that the fees for preparing the bills of quan- 
tities, and for measuring and valuing varia- 
tions, are to be paid by the employer; which 
sub-clause is retained in the Form where bills 
of quantities are not made part of the 
contract.

WESTMINSTER HOUSING 
ASSOCIATION 


PROPER REPAIR OF WORKING-CLASS 
HOUSES. 


A MEETING called by the Westminster Hous- 
ing Association was held on Monday, July 24, 
in a committee room of the House of Com- 
mons under the chairmanship of Viscountess 
Davidson, M.P., to consider the question of 
the proper repair and maintenance of work- 
ing-class houses and the enforcement of the 
London County Council By-laws as to lodg- 
ing-houses occupied by the working classes. 

The meeting was largely attended by repre- 
sentatives of London Housing Associations 
and members of the Housing and Public 
Health Committees of some of the Metropoli- 
tan borough councils. 

After a general discussion, to which very 
useful contributions were made by Dr. J. 
Fenton, Medical Officer of the Royal Borough 
of Kensington, the following resolution was 
unanimously carried :— 

‘* That this meeting is of the opinion that in 
many London boroughs the inspection of 
houses let in lodgings or occupied by mem- 
bers of more than one family is inadequate 
and irregular, and that therefore in very 
many cases the proper repair and mainten- 
ance of such houses is being neglected, with 
very bad results for the health and comfort 
of the occupants, and further, that the needs 
of the occupants for such necessary conveni- 
ences as adequate water closets, water supply 
on each floor, accommodation for washing 
clothes and for food storage and for cooking 
and preparation of food are being neglected. 
This meeting therefore recommends that the 
Chairman of the Metropolitan Boroughs 
Standing Joint Committee should be asked to 
invite the attention of the Metropolitan 
borough councils to the need for more regu- 
lar and systematic inspections for the purpose 
of enforcing the obligations laid on landlords 
under the London Public Health Act and 
under the By-laws as to lodging-houses for 
the working classes and the desirability of 
making full use of the statutory powers vested 
in them.” 

It was agreed that the Chairman of the 
Metropolitan Borough Council Standing Joint 
Committee should be asked to receive a depu- 
tation to communicate the resolution.

IN PARLIAMENT 


Insurance Against War Risks. 

Sm J. Mettor asked the Secretary to the 
Treasury if he could announce the names of 
the gentlemen invited by the Government to 
examine the practicability of evolving a 
scheme for mutual protection against risk of 
war damage to fixed property in private 
ownership. 

Capr. CrooKsHANK said that the following 
gentlemen had agreed to assist the Govern- 
ment by forming the conference which was 
announced in the House on July 17: Lord 
Weir, Sir Ernest Harvey, Sir Walter Benton 
Jones, Sir William Clare Lees, and Sir Alan 
Rae Smith. He hoped to convene the con- 
ference within the next few days, after which 
it would proceed with its inquiries under the 
chairmanship of Lord Weir. 

Mr. Barnes asked the President of the 
Board of Trade what steps he proposed to 
take, pending the report of the inquiry into 
war risks insurance for property, to protect 
the public against unsound insurance schemes 
which might be offered to them. 

Mr. Sranitey said that most responsible 
bodies carrying on the business of insurance 
took the view that the risks referred to were 
not risks which could be properly covered by 
insurance, and they had therefore declined to 
undertake that a of insurance. There 
were, however, certain organisations which 
offered, by means of mutual schemes, some 
form of protection against war damage to 
property. He could only advise all who were 
invited to insure their property in that way to 
consider whether an undue proportion of con- 
tributions might not be appropriated to 
management expenses, and also to consider 
the severe limitation which events might 
impose on the amounts which might be avail- 
able for compensation in individual cases. He 
was advised that this class of business did not 
fall within the ambit of the Assurance Com- 
panies Act, 1909, and he had no power at 
present to take any action with regard to it. 
The question of what action might be neces- 
sary should await the outcome of the inquiry 
which would be made by the committee now 
set up.

Mr. T. Wittiams asked the Minister of 
Health how many houses had been erected by 
local authorities in rural areas which were 
tenanted by agricultural labourers during 
each of the last eight years; and the average 
rents charged. 

Mr. E xtior said that the number of houses 
built by rural district councils in the last 
eight years was 67,965. He was unable to 
state the number occupied by agricultural 
labourers or the average rents charged to such 
persons. 


Houses for Farm Labourers. 

Mr. T. WitiaMs asked the Minister of Agri- 
culture whether he would consult with the 
Minister of Health in regard to the housing 
needs of agricultural labourers; and, in par- 
ticular, whether any specific proposals had 
been considered with regard to the number 
of houses required and the maximum rents 
that should be charged. 

Srmr W. Womers.ey, who replied, said that 
the Minister of Agriculture was in frequent 
consultation with the Minister of Health on 
the administration of the Housing (Financial 
Provisions) Act, which provided special 
facilities for the building of houses for the 
agricultural population. The question of the 
needs of individual areas was kept under re- 
view but no special returns had been called 
for in order to arrive at any total figure of 
the demand for the whole country, or of the 
rents charged by local authorities. There 
was, however, no reason to suppose that local 
authorities were fixing rents which were be- 
yond the capacity of agricultural workers to 
pay. As regarded houses provided by persons 
other than local authorities, with financial 
assistance from the Exchequer, the rent must 
not exceed the weekly sum fixed by the Agri- 
cultural Wages Committee as the value at 
which the benefit or advantage of a cottage 
was to be reckoned as a payment of wages in 
lieu of payment of the statutory minimum 
rate of wages. 


THE BUILDER 


National Art Treasures. 

Mr. Bossom asked the First Commissioner 
of Works whether, in the event of an enemy 
attack, provision had been made to ensure 
protection of the nation’s treasures in the 
British Museum, the National Gallery, the 
National Portrait Gallery, and so forth; and 
had the various staffs already been fully trained 
as to their duty, upon instant warning, to 
remove these treasures to a place of security. 

Mr. RamssotuHam replied in the affirmative. 
He said that plans had been worked out, in 
collaboration with the directors of all the 
principal national museums and galleries, for 
the safeguarding of the nation’s art treasures 
in the event of an emergency. With regard 
to the second part of the question, training 
was a matter for the museum authorities, but 
he understood that the staffs concerned had, 
in fact, been fully trained in the duties they 
would be required to perform.

QUESTIONS. 
Corrosion in Water Supply Tank. 

Smr,—I recently inspected a water-supply 
tank for a modern w.c., worked on the syphon 
system. The rod connecting the piston to the 
hand lever, the piston and frame, with valve 
seating, were all of solid brass. It was found 
that the piston was clean, almost polished, 
with sharp edges, while the rod was pitted 
and worn about one-third through in parts, 
and the valve seating on the frame (on which 
the piston rested), originally about jin. high, 
was eaten away all round, in parts almost to 
the level of the frame. The tank had been 
in use for five or six years. The water supply 
was direct from main, originating from a 
spring in sandy soil in Suffolk, near the sea. 
I should be very grateful for suggestions as 
to the cause of the partial corrosion and 


methods for eliminating the trouble in future.

Pipes for Fou! Drainage. 

Srr,— I shall be glad of any information 
on the following points :— 

A contract calls for the laying of 4-in. and 
6-in. asbestos-cement pipes, the joints of 
which were originally specified to stand a 
water test pressure of 10 lb. The test has now 
been reduced to 5 lb. These pipes have been 
dipped in a bitumen composition. 

The specification for the joints is: 1 in. 
tarred gasxet, 1 in. bitumen and 1 in. neat 
cement. 

The pipes carry foul drainage, but ordinary 
light-weight soil pipes were supplied instead 
of the heavy-weight drainage pipes usually 
adopted for this class of work. ‘The clearance 
space at the joints is only about ;% in., and 
so far the joints have not stood up to the 
pressure test. 

I shall be glad to know if joints of this 
nature can possibly be made to stand the 
specified test. + A

Roughcasting a Concrete Wall.

Srr,—The present concrete wall should be 
rough-hacked to get a key. There is a method 
of rough-casting whereby after applying a 
suitable undercoating or screed the required 
material of the colour desired may be applied 
by a machine which makes a very good job 
and gives the most effective rough-cast I have 
seen. G. W. H.

Water in Motor Pit. 
[Answer To “F. L. T.,”’ Jury 21.] 

Srr,—The best way to prevent water enter- 
ing the pit would be to place a sheet. lead 
lining all round the lower part of the pit well 
above where the water enters. This would 
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be effective and reduce the area of the pit 
very little. Another way would be to put in 
a vertical damp course of bitumen felt and 
lay slates over that. If water is entering in 
the way mentioned it indicates a spring or 
water pocket, and if the point of entry only 
is sealed up it will only force its way in 
further round the circumference of the pit. 
Most sealing mixtures are useless against 
water under pressure unless the mixture is of 
considerable thickness. W. E. W. 


LAW REPORT 


PUBLIC WORKS CONTRACTOR’S CLAIM 
FOR WORK DONE ON A_ BROCKLEY 
BUILDING ESTATE. 


OrFicIAL REererReEe’s Court. 
Before His Honour C. M. Pirman, K.C. 


E. Jj. and H. Bridgwater (trading as 
Bridgwater Bros.) v. Taper. 

In this case Messrs. E. J. and H. Bridg- 
water (trading as Bridgwater Bros.), public 
works contractors, claimed to recover from the 
defendant, Mr. S. M. Taper, of George-lane, 
Lewisham, S.E., £438 for work executed for 
defendant in connection with the laying out of 
land at Brockley, Kent, as a building estate. 

The defendant disputed the claim. 

Mr. Cioutman appeared for the plaintiffs; 
and Mr. R. White for the defendant. 

At the conclusion of the evidence and the 
arguments of counsel, the Official Referee, in 
giving judgment, said the defendant was 
the owner of a building estate known as the 
Marquis Estate at Brockley. In 19% the 
plaintiffs entered into a contract with the 
defendant to do all the necessary work of 
road-making, drains, etc., for £4,149, accord- 
ing tc specifications and drawings. Plain- 
tiffs also undertook the levelling of the ground 
and had been paid all their charges except 
£438, the sum claimed. The defendant denied 
that plaintiffs were entitled to payment for 
a number of items. A point had been raised 
that the architect had given a decision in 
the matters in dispute which was binding on 
the parties and that the action was not main- 
tainable. In his (the Referee’s) opinion there 
had been no binding decision which pre- 
cluded his going into the matter. As the 
work was being done it was approved. 

Dealing with the items claimed by the 
plaintiffs, he came to the conclusion that the 
plaintiffs could not maintain the claim for 
£30 in connection with the removal of brick- 
work of an old boiler and engine works on 
gem which had formerly been a brick- 

The plaintiffs were entitled to charge for 
the removal of pipes found on the land and 
some excavating work for the foundation wall, 
and he awarded the plaintiffs £10 4s. in 
respect of that work. 

Plaintiffs also claimed for extra expense 
incurred in the removal of certain obstacles 
found in the progress of the work, but he 
thought that the removal of such obstacles 
were risks they took when they entered into 
the contract, and they could not recover in 
respect of that work. In respect of some 
other work, however, plaintiffs were entitled 
to £20, the architect being satisfied that that 
charge was reasonable. 

The last item related to the disposal of 
surplus material. He accepted the evidence 
of the plaintiffs that it was impossible to 
carry out the work of levelling the estate 
without carting away the surplus material 
and dispose of it. The circumstances in 
respect of this were such as to make the terms 
of the contract non-applicable to it. The 
plaintiffs were entitled to be paid on a 
quantum meruit in respect of that claim. 

After giving careful consideration to the 
matter he came to the conclusion that the 
plaintiffs were entitled to recover £370 in 
respect of that part of the claim. The 
amounts he had mentioned came to a total of 
£400 4s., and he gave judgment for the 
plaintiffs for that amount, with costs. 

The Official Referee granted defendant a 
stay of execution on terms pending a possible 
appeal from his judgment to the Court of

The 
chimney is to.be used in connection with the 
first section of the new £6,000,000 Hams Hall 
‘‘B” Super Power Station for the City of 
Birmingham. The depth of foundation for 
the chimney will be approximately 27 ft. 
below ground level; the height of the com- 
pleted work above ground level will be 400 ft. 
and the internal diameter at the top, 22 ft. 
Approximately 2,000,000 Accrington bricks 
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will be required, as well as 400 tons of terra 
cotta capping. 

A special feature of the work is that an 
electric lift will be constructed inside the 
chimney to convey workmen and materials to 
the top.

A PRIVATE A.R.P. SHELTER 


A small party of the Press visited last week 
an air raid shelter which has been constructed 
for Mr. Henderson Stewart, M.P., at his 
Woldingham house. Some A.R.P. shelters 
are rather crude in appearance, though why 
this should be we do not know; external 
designs may be pleasing even if their pur- 
pose is the reverse: The shelter in ques- 
tion, however, is really pleasant; it is one of 
the first of -a new type evolved by Concrete, 
Ltd., of Leeds and London.- It is known 
as the ‘‘ Bison Wattle ’’ shelter, and consists 
of a circular wall .6f concrete between two 
walls of wattle hurdling, with a concrete 
floor and roof. The shelter, the walls and 
roof of which are 12 in. thick, is claimed to 
provide substantial protection, and is_ par- 
ticularly useful where appearance has to be 
considered. The inside wattle forms an ex- 
cellent key for concrete. rendering, while the 
exposed wattle on the outside is pleasing to 
the eye, and so makes the shelter specially 
suitable for use in the grounds of country 
houses. The exterior, too, can be rendered 
if so desired. 

The shelter has a minimum height of 6 ft., 
with a diameter of 6 ft. This gives ample 
space for seven people. - The cost of a shelter 
of this size, exclusive of equipment, is 
approximately £50, according to Jocality. The 
dimensions can, of course, be varied to suit 
individual requirements.
